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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 28-32 and 34-44 are allowed. 

With respect to independent claim 28, the prior art does not disclose, in the claimed 
environment, an electroporation device comprising conducting electrode material formed from 
microfiber glass portions that are independently conductive and addressable. Hoff represents the 
closest prior art by disclosing the use of an electronic array for electroporation comprising a 
plurality of individually addressable microwire electrodes. Hoff, however, does not disclose the 
use of microfiber glass as a conducting electrode material. The Hoff apparatus is also designed 
to be applied in direct contact with a body tissue, and therefore is incompatible for use within a 
fluid flow chamber configured to perfuse cells with a plurality of solutions. The Xu reference 
also discloses relevant prior art by disclosing an electroporation array that comprises a plurality 
of individually addressable electrode arrays. Xu, like Hoff, does not disclose the use of 
microfiber glass electrode material, or the use of a fluid flow chamber comprising an optical 
window.
